Plan In Delta 


Annual Salary Basis 
In Effect Again 
Delta county's hourly pay plan 
for most county employes in the 
court court house will end with 
1951. The plan was not proposed 
to the board for continuance 
in 
1952 and no action was taken in 
the m atter. 
Om er Tanguay, finance com ­ 
m ittee chairm an, said the subject 
needs “fu rth er study.” 
The plan was recommended to 
the board in Oct., 1951, 
by 
the 
finance com m ittee (headed then 
by C. S. Stoll, since resigned) and 
adopted by the board. 
It was required under the plan 
th at most county officers and em ­ 
ployes certify 
the 
num ber 
of 
hours actually on the job and re­ 
ceive pay 
at 
hourly 
rates 
for 
their time. 
Pay Adjustment* 
W hile not voting to continue 
the hourly pay plan, the super­ 
visors did approve m inor pay ad­ 
justm ents 
for 
appointed clerks 
and deputies in the court house, 
and appropriated $1,500 for a full­ 
tim e deputy treasurer. The deputy 
register of deeds was also granted 
a pay increase of IO cents an hour 
retroactive to Aug. I, 1951. 
In 
special 
appropriations 
the 
board granted an additional $400 
to Soldiers and Sailors Relief to

Gilbert Defends Delta’s 
Better Welfare Program 


Pleas 
for 
the 
taxpaper 
who 
must foot the bill and defense of 
the Delta county welfare program 
which will cost $96,524 in county 
money in 1952 were heard at yes­ 
terday's meeting of 
the 
county 
board of supervisors. 
“All we are doing is maintain­ 
ing a decent standard,” A. M. Gil­ 
bert. director of the Delta county 
social welfare commission, 
told 
the comparatively few questioning 
supervisors. 
The questioners 
w ere 
Super­ 
visors Charles Schmidt, Escanaba 
city assessor; Nevin Reynolds and 
Guy 
Knutson. 
Escanaba 
city 
councilmen. Most of 
the 
super­ 
visors did not join kl the discus­ 
sion. 
Newspaper Figures Correct 
Gilbert said the welfare bud­ 
gets are set at a minimum and the 
local commission has no control 
over the percentage assessed the 
county. Delta’s share 
for 
relief 
has been upped by the state from 
15 to 25 per cent effective Jan. 
I, 1952. 
Stating that 
figures 
presented 
by The Escanaba Daily Press in 
recent stories concerning welfare 
costs in Delta county were cor­ 
rect, Gilbert said “relief is given 
on the basis of need—not on per­ 
centages or anything else.” 
He pictured the need in Delta 
county as above that for counties 
in the Delta population bracket 
and reported that in the depres­ 
sion days Houghton was first and 
Delta second in need in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
The effects of the depression 
are not yet ended and will con­ 
tinue 
in 
evidence 
for 
several 
years, he said. 
Costs Going Up 
County hospitalization care for 
indigents cost Delta county $34,- 
000 in 1937 when the hospital rate 
was $1.50 per day, Gilbert 
told 
the board. Last year the county 
spent $32,500 for hospitalization 
and the rate is now $9 per day. 
The basis for proper relief ad­ 
ministration 
is 
not how much 
money is given out but what the 
need is and how the need is met 
according 
to 
eligibity standards 
adopted by the state, Gilbert said. 
Books 
of t he county welfare 
commission are audited periodi­ 
cally by the auditor general’s of­ 
fice and spot 
checks 
of 
relief 
cases are made by the state, the 
latest in July, Gilbert reported 
“I don’t think the state would 
grant 85 per cent of relief cost if 
the state thought there was any­ 
thing wrong in Delta county,” he 
added. 
Have No Employables 
Delta welfare is now operating 
“ 16 per 
cent 
below 
the 
food 
standard” set by the state; eligi­ 
bility of cases is determined “aft­ 
er careful 
investigation;” direct 
relief rolls are open to inspection 
by the supervisors for their unit, 
Gilbert said. 
There are now no employable 
persons on relief rolls, as certi­ 
fied by examining physicians, the 
welfare director to ld 'the board. 
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Gilbert called upon H, J. Hen- 
rikson, Gladstone, to corroborate 
that no “relief chiselers” were on 
the Gladstone rolls. 
Henrikson said he had question­ 
ed “two or three cases” on direct 
relief but was satisfied “there are 
none on the rolls 
in 
Gladstone 
who are not worthy.” 
State Is Pleased 
Old age assistance and direct 
relief cases are supplemented with 
medical assistance as recommend­ 
ed by doctors. Gilbert said. 
“This is done where the people 
are down and out. Many of our 
medical supplement cases are the 
aged. It is a good policy and in 
supplying medicines we save on 
hospitalization,” said the welfare 
director. 
Gilbert added that the state di­ 
rector of social welfare has “com­ 
plimented the county” on its medi­ 
cal assistance program. 
About $2,000 a month is spent 
for medical assistance and hospi­ 
talization, he said. There is a con­ 
tract with the Medical Society, 
he said. Welfare pays about 15 
per cent less for drugs. Prescrip­ 
tions are given out only on a doc­ 
tor’s recommendation. 
Time Is Solution 
Gilbert said he knew that wel­ 
fare is a problem in Delta county 
and presented comparative figures 
for other unnamed U. P. counties 
to show that Delta’s situation is 
peculiar in its welfare needs. 
The county is going through a 
“transition period” he said and 
“the only solution is tim e” in cur­ 
ing the problem. 
The average cost per case is 
$42.34 and “$40 a month for food 
is not much,” Gilbert said. 
Questioned concerning 
Meno­ 
minee county’s situation, Gilbert 
said they had more diversified in­ 
dustry and no unemployment pro­ 
blem. He said he had not been in 
Menominee county for two years 
and was not familiar with 
their 
standard for dispensing relief. 
W elfare “Creeping Up” 
Councilman Knutson of Escana­ 
ba pointed to the total $878,816 
Delta county social welfare ex­ 
penditures for all types of assis­ 
tance in 1951 as an indication of 
the growing cost. 
“It is alarming the way welfare 
is continually creeping up on us,” 
Knutson said. “It is something for 
all of us to think about. You say 
we shouldn’t turn down 
85 
per 


cent. B ut 
w hether 
the 
money 
comes from state, federal or coun­ 
ty funds—it all comes from the 
taxpayers 
pockets, an increasing 
burden.” 
G ilbert in reply pointed out that 
Delta w ill pay only 19 per cent of 
the total $878,816 expenditures for 
all form s of w elfare in 1951. 
Inspection Invited 
C harles Schm idt 
of 
Escanaba 
questioned G ilbert on w elfare ex­ 
penditures, particularly hospitali­ 
zation. 
H ospitalization in the county has 
increased from $27,000 in 1950 to 
a budgeted $35,000 in 
1952, 
he 
pointed out. M eanwhile the direct 
relief cases have declined by more 
than half to about 300 
now, 
he 
sjiid. 
G ilbert said the cost of hospitali­ 
zation in D elta county has gone up 
20 per cent in the past year and 
invited Schm idt to “step into my 
office som etim e if you w ant the 
details.” 
Schm idt asked how many sup­ 
ervisors had inspected their direct 
relief rolls and three raised their 
hands. 
G ilbert repeated his invitation 
to inspect rolls which 
he 
said 
have been open to the supervisors 
previously. 
Nevin Reynolds 
of 
Escanaba 
said: 
“Sooner or later 
some 
sm all 
am ount of thought m ust be given 
the taxpayers who foot the bills 
for it all. Today we are facing an 
appropriation of $96,000 for w el­ 
fare—and we have 
nothing 
for 
roads.”

Nothing For Roads In 
Delta Budget For ’52 


Budgeting nothing for roads and more for welfare, the 
Delta county board of supervisors yesterday approved ap­ 
propriations totaling $258,216 for 1952. 
Three 
supervisors 
voted*?' 
supervisors 
‘no” on the budget after dis­ 
cussion of the growing wel­ 
fare department cost to the 
county. 
Voting against adoption of the 
budget w ere Supervisors 
Peder 
Pedersen of Bay de Noc township, 
Pevin 
Reynolds 
and 
Charles 
BcHmidt of Escanaba. 
B alance Wiped Out 
The new budget does not call 
upon the cities and townships for 
a*d to w elfare or roads, but it will 
virtually wipe out a 1951 balance 
of $36,297.79 In the county treas­ 
ury. 
This 
trend 
toward 
deficit 
spending after the county 
came 
out of the red this year for 
the 
first tim e in a decade brought seri­ 
ous questioning from some of the 
supervisors. 
Supervison Omer Tanguay 
of 
Bark Rive)-, chairman of the fi­ 
nance committee, defended 
the 
budget and said the county 
had 
lost $14,000 when the tax allo­ 
cation committee reduced county 
millage from 8 to 7 Vi* mills. The 
one-half mill was allocated 
the 
schqols. 
“We will have to get more mil­ 
lage for the county next year,” 
Tanguay warned. 
W elfare Goes Dp 
Tanguay pointed out that .salar­ 
ies of some clerks and deputies 
had been increased and travel al­ 
lowance was raised from 5 to 7 
cents a mile for county employes. 
Largest increase was in Delta’s 
wontribution to direct relief. This 
has been upped from 15 to 25 per 
cent by the state welfare commis­ 
sion beginning Jan. I, 1952, and 
will cost the county an additional 
$10,500. 
W elfare administrative was in­ 
creased from $23,872 to $24,224: 
county w elfare from $31,000 
to 
$85,000: direct relief from $27,000 
to $37,500. Nothing was budgeted 
for county infirmary, an item that 
cost $7,300 last fear.

The H iaw athaland Council, Boy 
Scouts of America, has requested 
that they be included in the Del­ 
ta County Com m unity Chest for 
$8107.50 for 1952. This places the 
Delta County average at $9.49 
to serve a boy in Scouting for one 
year.

Among the budgeted item s for

UNPREDICTABLE GROUSE—A week­ 
end in the woods chasing ruffed grouse (or 
partridge as they are 
more 
popularly 
known) left us with muscles stiffened by 
unaccustomed mileage and greater respect 
for the grouse. 
Once called the “fool hen,” the grouse 
must have become wiser in the ways of 
hunters in the last decade. For they are 
shy, bold, swift, slow, quiet, noisy—and 
always unpredictable. 
Usually the grouse takes off with a 
startling roar of wings and his course is 
always to the nearest cover. 
Any gathering of bird hunters will bring 
stories concerning the grouse’s speed. It ie 
noteworthy, say sportsmen, that you can 
take moving pictures of hunters knocking 
down pheasant and quail in flight—but 
there are few films on record 
showing 
grouse in the air. They are too sudden and 
swift for the cameraman.

Michigan's Lien Law' Given 
O. K. By Ewing, Extreme Liberal 


W. J. Maxev, state director of social wel­ 
fare rn Michigan, is a hearty supporter of 
the “lien law.” Maxey says he knows of 
no cases where application of the law has 
hurt any deserving persons. Furthermore, 
the state does not necessarily exercise its 
lien in all cases. 
The state’s claims are 
waived in about 15% of the cases, Maxey 
reported, 
because 
to seize such estates 
w’ould work a hardship on the heirs. 
The law works no hardships at all upon 
the old age assistance recipient because he 
is not dispossessed of anything he owns 
during his lifetime. 
If he has an estate 
which would go to relatives, the state may 
reclaim from the estate funds which have 
been contributed to the deceased. 
The “lien law” is not only fair but it 
also discourages unnecessary applications 
for old age assistance. It has cut at least 
$2,000,000 off the state’s OAA costs in four 
years by reducing the number of applica­ 
tions. In addition, the state has recovered 
$1,500,000 from the estates 
of 
persons 
whose relatives left them to public sup­ 
port.

UCH has been said and written about 
Michigan’s so-called “lien law ” under 
which the state reserves the right to re­ 
cover old age assistance grants from the 
estates of persons who had relatives finan­ 
cially able to support them. Governor Wil­ 
liams has been particularly critical of this 
legislation and has repeatedly recommend­ 
ed repeal of the law. 
Last week Oscar Ewing, federal social 
security administrator and an extreme lib­ 
eral, reported that he favors such laws as 
Michigan’s “lien law.” 
He believes that 
this kind of legislation is fair to taxpay­ 
ers without being unfair to social 
wel­ 
fare recipients.

Northern Michigan, ruffed grouse are 
providing hunters with some of the beet 
shooting since 1943. Generally found in 
wilderness 
areas, 
grouse 
sometimes 
through fright or for reasons not under­ 
stood, fly a straight course into cities. 
Accustomed 
to flying 
through 
small 
openings among the trees, the birds often 
crash into windows in buildings. Undoubt­ 
edly the glass reflects the light of the sky. 
The bird mistakes it for an opening lead­ 
ing to a hiding place and plummets into 
the window, often with fatal results. 


W t Must Keep Iran 
On Our Side 
W HEN the Comihumsts invaded South 
Korea in 1950. many pundits saw the 
move as only the first of a series of limited 
actions against soft spots in the free world. 
Some went so far as to say Korea was 
merely a diversion, that the real goal of 
the Kremlin was Yugoslavia, or Iran, or 
W estern Germany. It was agreed the loss 
of any of these would be tragic. There was 
a lot of official worry over what we could 
do to prevent such grabs if they were tried. 
But up to now the new thrusts have not 
been made. 
The Russians, beyond doubt 
genuinely surprised at the stubborn world 
reaction to their Korean adventure, tread 
more cautiously thereafter. Western states­ 
men congratulated themselves that their 
firmness had paid off. 
Unfortunately, however, the currents at 
work in the world power 
struggle 
are 
tricky. They are undependable. This spring 
an Iranian premier was assassinated and 
his country was plunged into a ferment of 
nationalistic fever. In a flash B ritain’s im­ 
portant oil interests there were caught un 
in controversy and the whole Middle East 
was unsettled. 
No need to review the painful catalogue 
of events since then. 
Today 
the 
British 
have yielded their last foothold at Abadan, 
the great oil refinery, and they are out. 
Western fortunes in Iran are at low’ ebb. 
And the Iranian economy, its oil revenues 
dried up, totters on the brink of disaster. 
If 
Russia 
had marched into Iran, wre 
would have been inflamed. Dire warnings 
would have gone out that w’e dare not let 
that country fall under Soviet control. Yet 
right now’ there is a very real danger that 
the Kremlin may gain that end without a 
Russian soldier stepping onto Iranian soil. 
Iran would prefer to remain within the 
W estern orbit—on its own terms. But in 
desperation it is beginning to listen to Rus­ 
sian overtures. A trade agreement current­ 
ly is under discussion. Sometimes a w'edge 
like that is all Moscow’ needs—especially 
when its 
“friendly neighbor” 
is on the 
ropes. 
It may be a mistake for the West to 
assume that Russia can do nothing about 
Iranian oil for lack of transport and suffi­ 
cient technicians. Some analysts have sug­ 
gested Moscow might be able to acquire an 
adequate tanker fleet to carry the fuel to 
its Black Sea ports. 
All in all, the outlook is black. At this 
stage, recriminations over past errors by 
Britain, the United States and others are 
senseless. Nor can the U. S. sit back and 
enjoy B ritain’s ouster as a “well-deserved 
knock.” Our own fortunes are too closely 
bound up with Iran’s future. 
The requirem ent for this moment is a 
solution which will keep Iran in the West­ 
ern fold, keep its oil out of Russian hands, 
keep the iron grip of the Kremlin out of 
the Middle East. There isn’t much time left 
to find that answer. Prem ier Mossadegh, 
handcuffed by his own fanatics, comes be­ 
fore the United Nations soon to state his 
case. If the makings of a settlement are not 
then in sight, it may be too late. It may 
then be just as bad as if the Russians had 
marched. 


Wise Economy By 
House-Senate Conferees 
QUIETLY but effectively the House-Sen­ 
ate conferees on this year’s military 
appropriations bill have lopped off $4 bil­ 
lion of the $5 billion extra tacked on by 
the Senate in a vague last-m inute m aneu­ 
ver a few weeks ago. 
The money was put into the bill as a 
blank check for the Air Force, in apparent 
anticipation of a greatly enlarged air arm. 
But plans for that expansion have not yet 
been reduced to specific budget estimates. 
Thus Congress had no way of knowing at 
this stage how that extra money would be 
spent. 
In slashing the supplementary sum to 
$1 billion, the conferees eventually have to 
be voted, but when that time comes, 
the 
Congress and the American people ought 
to know'—within the limits of security— 
what it is to go for. 


NO 
EXPLANATION—Howard Eldred, 
Escanaba, conservation department district 
game supervisor, said recently that game 
biologists have found no satisfactory ex­ 
planation for cycles in grouse population. 
There is one thing sure, however, that 
closing a season on grouse does not result 
in higher populations, Eldred said. 
Other 
states 
closed the reason on 
grouse hunting during the 
period 
of 
scarcity and then found they have no 
more birds than Michigan, where hunt­ 
ing was permitted. 
Eldred pointed out 
that grouse and other animals die natur­ 
al deaths, that hunting alone cannot be 
blamed for reducing game population. 
Ernest Ruecker of Newberry, district su­ 
pervisor for the conservation department, 
reports an incident illustrating the natural 
death of a grouse while in full flight. 
Jim Foster of Newberry observed the 
flock of grouse fly up as his car approach­ 
ed. One of the birds spiraled out of the 
flock and fell to the ground, dead. Foster 
turned the bird over to Ruecker whose ex­ 
amination revealed no evidence of a shot 
or other wound.

Like everyone else, 
butterm akers know that their prosperity 
to be sound must be built upon a rugged 
base. Per capita consumption is the surest 
standby.
